sentation of autograph letters, doc- 
uments, etc., of the world’s most 
famous characters, in value and va- 
riety not excelled by the great muse- 
ums of any nation. Such are the few 
stepping stones in the autographic 
field. 

The number of those who urged on 
by the natural enthusiasm of youth 
to the novelty of the ‘‘craze,” ‘‘hob- 
by,” ‘‘instructive pursuit’’—call it 
what you may—of the boyish gather- 
ing of signatures, is legion; the coun- 
try swarms with such; but ‘l'ime is 
the means of checking many of these, 
for, in view of various reasons, as the 
collector progresses in his work, he 
finds that many who started at his 
side have fallen out, some for lack of 
interest or time, as the case may be, 
others whose mental inability offers 
its own discouragement.

every pursuit in life. 

So it is seen that where there are 
thousands gathering signatures and

who find themselves among the high— 
er Class of collectors; notwithstanding

tion of autograph letters and docu- 
ments stands in a place of its own to- 
day; as regards general interest and 
increasing yalue, unequalled. ‘T’o the 
few stepping stones in the collector’s 
life and experience I would in response 
to repeated requests give attention to 
the form of an equal number of let- 
ters, devoting this:immediate one to 
the first or largest class. 

The first resort of the beginner is 
to either address a request by mail to 
the “‘victim’”’ or make personal appli- 
cation. A word about those whose 
autographs are almost if not entirely 
impossible to obtain by personal ap- 
plication may be as interesting as any 
of the many phases of this part of the 
collectors experience, but space forbids 
dwelling in full. There are men liy-

icitation, as they will be after their 
decease, truly they are hard nuts to 
erack.

one among many, who having resort- 
ed to all manner of devices, gave up 
in despair. ‘The writer’s several at- 
tempts during interviews with Her- 
bert Spencer, the great Englishman, 
proved absolutely useless. Once only 
did he write his name as an autograph 
while in this country, and that only 
after continued urging by the little 
daughter of a prominent American 
friend. Hard nuts to crack. Others 
that are equally difficult to procure. 
Without question, these three men- 
tioned stand unequaled as being the 
most inapproachable on this subject, 
it being regarded as an utter impossi- 
bility to meet with success. . 7

ABRAHAM LINCOLN. 
The following letter of Abraham 
Lincoln is without a doubt the finest 
specimen of this rare name extant. 
This letter is in the possession of Mr. 
Gieo. N. Groat, finely preserved and 
covering two full pages of foolscap. 


Spr:ngfield, 1ll., April 6th, 1859 
(rentlemen :— 

Your kind note, invit- 
ing me to attend a festival at Boston, 
on the 13th instant, in honor of the 
birthday of 'Thos. Jefferson, was duly 
received. My engagements are such 
that I cannot attend. Bearing in 
mind that about seventy years ago 
two great political parties were first 
formed in this country; that Thos. 
Jefferson was the head of one of them 
and Boston the headquarters of the 
other, it is both curious and interest- 
ing that those supposed to descend 
politically from the party opposed to 
Jefferson, should now be celebrating 
his birthday in their own original seat 
of empire, while those claiming polit- 
ical descent from him have nearly 
ceased to speak his name everywhere. 

Remembering, too, that the Jeffer- 
son party was formed upon its suppos- 
ed superior devotion to the personal 
rights of men, holding the rights of 
property to be secondary only, and 
greatly inferior, and then assuming 
the so called Democracy of to-day are 
the Jefferson, and their opponents 
the anti-Jefferson parties, it will be 
equally interesting: to note how com- 
pletely the two have changed ground 
as to the principle upon which they 
were originally divided. 

The Democracy of the day hold the 
liberty of one man to be absolutely 
nothing, when in conflict with anoth- 
er man’s right of property. Repub- 
licans, on the contrary, are for both 
the man and the dollar, but in case 
of a conflict the man before the dol- 
lar. 

I remember being once much a- 
mused at seeing two partially intoxi- 
cated men engaged in a fight with 
great coats on, which fight, after a 


‘long and rather harmless contest, 
‘ended in each having fought himself 
‘out of his own coat and into that of 
the other. If the two leading parties 
of this day are really identical with 
the two in the days of Jefferson and 
Adams, they have performed the same 
feat as the two drunken men. 

But, soberly, it is now no child’s 
play to save the principles of Jeffer- 
son from total overthrow in this na- 
tion. 

One would state with great confi- 
dence that he could teach any sane 
child that the simple propositions of 
Euclid were true; but, nevertheless, 
he would fail, with one who would 
deny the definitions and axioms. The 
principles of Jefferson are the defini- 
tions and axioms of free society, and 
yet they are denied and evaded, with 
no small show of success. —One dash- 
ingly calls them ‘‘glittering generali- 
ties;” another bluntly styles them 
‘self-evident les,” and others insid- 
uously argue that they apply only to 
‘‘superior races.” ‘These expressions 
differing in form, are identical in ob- 


ject and effect—the supplanting the 


principles of free government, and 
restoring those of classification, cast, 
and legitimacy. 

They would delight a conyoeation 
of crowned heads plotting against the 
people; they are the vanguard, the 
sappers and miners of returning des- 
potism. We must repulse them, or 
they will subjugate us. 

This is a world of compensations; 
and he who would be no slave must 
have no slave. Those who deny 
freedom to others, deserve it not for 
themselves; and under a just God 
cannot long retain it. 

All honor to Jefferson, the man, 
who, in the concrete pressure of a 
struggle for national independence 
by a single people, had the coolness, 
forecast aup capacity to introduce in- 
to a merely revolutionary document 
an abstract truth, applicable to all 
men and all times, and so to embalm 
it there that to-day and in all coming 
days it shall be a rebuke and a stum- 
bling block to the harbingers of reap- 


pearing tyranny and oppression.

low this most excellent example. A 

new form of annual was recently 
proposed, It was that of a story by 
eminent authors. Each was to write 
a page, which was to be produced in 
fac-simile. ‘The idea was abandoned 
because it was found that many of 
the pages would be utterly illegible, 
and some would only contain twenty 
words; others would comprise as much 
as anewspaper column. It isa strange 
thing that literary men—whose writ- 
ten is meant to be read—should in 
the majority of cases, write so badly. 
It often arises from their having so 
much work to do that the handwrit- 
ing becomes spoiled. I have had let- 
ters from editors containing import- 
ant instructions, but the especial point 
in these instructions, I have failed to 
discover on account of the writing be- 
ing absolutely illegible. Dickens 
wrote a good, bold hand, but not al- 
ways easy to read.

THE AUTOGRAPH. 


De~rwocted to the Interests of Autograph Collecting. 


A phase of bibliomania which 
has recently developed itself to a 


high degree is the art—a seductive 


art, it is called—of privately illus- 
trating books. ‘‘Privately illus- 
trating’? is the technical term in 
common use. To illustrate the 
craze let us suppose that the per- 
son affected has a sketch of the 
life of an eminent author unbound 
and in single sheets. Before send- 
ing itto the binder he hunts up a 
portrait of the author for a frontis- 
piece. In his search he comes 
across different portraits of the 
man, illustrating his life from boy- 
hood up to old age. Then he finds 
a print of his birthplace and his 
library, and finally a few of his 
contemporaries who are mentioned 
in the text of his book. He secures 
them all. But they are not of a 
uniform size. Many are too large 
and others too small for the leaves. 
To cut down the former isa simple 
matter, but a professional inlayer 
must remedy the defect in the 


smaller prints. Perhaps in pre- 
ference to cutting down any of the 
prints the maniac (still ‘‘biblio” of 
course) will haye the book itself 
built up, leaf by leaf, along with 
the smaller prints. The aggregate 
expense, in any event, is con- 
siderable, but it is seldom that the 
artist who planned the work re- 
grety the cost after he has received 
his book and prints built up and 
cut down, and bound in volumes. 
Itis a substantial realization of an 
ideal,

lished by the Scribners, but in ad- 
dition to prints and portraits he 
autograph letters or official orders 
from the pens of nearly all of the 
prominent characters in the his- 
tory, which ‘are to be distributed 
through and bound in the work.

The 
most valuable communication in 
the collection is a despatch from 
Gen. Grant to the capital, sent in 
1864, and the characteristic answer 
of President Lincoln. These are 
the documents: 


[Time received—Received in cipher, 2 A. M. 15th. ] 


War DEPARTMENT, 
Bermuda Hundred, June 14, 1864—1:30 P. M. 


Maj, Gen, H. W, Halleck, Chief of Staff: 

Our forces will commence crossing the James river 
to-day, ‘The enemy show no signs of yet having brought 
troops to south side of Richmond, 

I will have Petersburg secured, if possible, before 
they get there in much force. Our movements from 
Cold Harbor to the James river has been made with 
great celerity, and so far without loss or accident. 

U.S. Grant, Lt.-Gen'l, 


Unitep STATES MILITARY TELEGRAPH, 


War Department, 
Washington, June 15, 1864. 


Lieut.-Gen. Grant, Headquarters A. P.:

The following letter of Garfield’s 
to Gov. Dennison is written on a 
leaf cut from the former’s note- 
book. It is evidently a copy which 
the writer reserved of the original, 
It was presented to the present 
owner by the widow of its author: 


Columbus, April 17, 1884. 
Gov Dennison: 

Dear Sir:, 1 hereby tender to you my services for 
any position in the military organization of the Stace to 
which you may see fit to appoint me,

J. A. GARFIELD, 


On the back of the memorandum 
is alist of Portage County town- 
ship committee, indicating that 
Garfield was even in those early 
days interested in politics. 

The document next presented 
was extensively circulated as Re- 
publican campaign literature when 
Hayes ran for President. It is 
self-explanatory :

It is suggested of the above let- 
ter that, notwithstanding it was 
marked ‘‘private,’’ it was intended 
to be used as campaign matter dur- 
ing the year it was written.
